Arter the long and dull season the fields of litera- 
ture are upheaving, the mountain is in labor, and 
the ridiculus mus of the fabulist does not apply to 
the offspring. So plentiful is the crop of good and 
sterling books, that one is somewhat puzzled which 
to begin with. So let Mr. Froude take the lead with 
his first two volumes of the reign of Elizabeth, em- 
bracing only a period of six years, painted with all 
the minuteness, and with all the faults, too, of the 
Pre-Raphaelite school, but evidently a work much 
to the writer’s mind, in which Mary Queen of Scots 
holds the most prominent place where the romantic 
element prevails, and Elizabeth is but the foil; but 
when the moral aspect of the period is touched 
upon, Elizabeth stands forth the centre figure of all, 
for Mr. Froude is one to appreciate, notwithstanding 
his minute display of her little weaknesses, the 
high character of the last of the Tudors. Next we 
have Dr. Vaughan’s third volume of “ Revolutions 
in English History,” a book written by a sensible 
Whig, but even sensible Whigs ever have been the 
most partial and party historians. Were it not for 
the strong Whig current, the stream of history 
would flow pleasantly through Dr. Vaughan’s pages, 
and, as it is, read cum grano salis—a compound of 
Whiggism and Dissent—it forms a most valuable 
addition to our knowledge of the period. There is 
also Mr. J. E. Doyle’s “Chronicle of England, from 
the landing of Ceasar, B. C. 55, to the battle of 
Bosworth Field in A. D. 1485,” a performance 
evidencing great painstaking in the compilation 
from the old monkish historians, deep research in 
all things appertaining to costume and armor, un- 
rivalled skill in reproducing the effect of the illumi- 
nations of the fifteenth century, and an utter abne- 
gation of self as the producer of the book, that 
whatever little blemishes may exist in it as a whole, 
are lost in the perfect success of this first attempt 
to write the history of England in printed pictures 
instead of phonetic sketches. 

The late Mr. Gilchrist’s “ Life of William Blake” 
is a marvellously interesting piece of biography, 
and will do much to place Blake in his right place 
amongst the great masters of British art, and yet it 
is not the biography of Blake to satisfy us. John 
Linnell, who knew him well, the Good Samaritan 
who bound up his wounds and furnished the means 
which kept the great and original artist’s latter days 
from want, could perhaps have written one more to 
our mind, more of the simple-minded old man, 
whom I myself, when a boy, a few months before he 
died, learned to love, as every one did who came 
within the circle in which he moved. 
of Song,” by Ellen Creathorne Clayton, is another 
attempt, and a successful one, to bring into culti- 
vation a too much neglected field of biography. 
Clear and vivid in style, it is charming and readable, 
and cannot fail to become immensely popular. 
kindred book, but of greatly higher pretensions, is 
Dr. Doran’s “Their Majesties’ Servants; or, Annals of 
the English Stage from Betterton to Kean,” the only 
real history of the stage since the days of Charles 
the Second, full of good stories well told, and plea- 
sant and instructive reading. 

“The Reader” sends forth a prospectus, to which 
are attached the names of the chief scieutific men 
in England, Scotland, and Ireland to vouch for it, 
indicating that it will in future add eight pages 
weekly to its number “to afford scientific men a 
means of communication between themselves and 
with the public.”

At Mr. Murray’s annual trade gale 
10,00 copies were taken by the trade; reviewer 
all speak well of it, but scientific men sing to a dif. 
ferent tune; it is, however, a very readable book, 
and is sure to be a popular one. Mr. Maguire’ 
“Father Matthew, a Biography,’’ is a book to be 
read and treasured. The Apostle of Teetotalism 
has found his biographer, and the book reflects no 
less credit on him who cried out on the 10th of 
April, 1838, as he took the first pledge himself: 
“Here goes in the name of God!” than on the 
author, who, in treating the subject, has thrown 
aside all prejudices of creeds and sects, and pro- 
duced a book to be relished by Catholics and Protes- 
tants alike. 

“ Wine, the Vine, and the Cellar,” is a book upon 
wines by Mr. Thomas George Shaw, once a wine- 
merchant but not fortunate in trade, and a man 
hitherto looked upon as a considerable authority on 
the subject, which we fear his book is likely to 
dissipate, beyond an admission of skill in testing, 
fixing, blending, bottling, racking, etc., the kind of 
knowledge belonging to his trade, as some of his 
reviewers, and amongst them M. V. Kirwan, the 
barrister, whose knowledge is said to be supreme 
on all matters touching wines, pick tremendous 
large holes in his coat, and discover the nakedness 
beneath in his pretensions to archzological lore and 
reading. 

“From Matter to Spirit. The Result of Ten 
Years’ Experience in Spirit Manifestations. In- 
tended as a Guide to Enquirers. By C. D., witha 
Preface by A. B.” C. D. is Mrs. De Morgan. A. 
B., her husband, Professor De Morgan, author of 
the “Theory of Probabilities,” the “ Ditferential 
Calculus,” and not at all a man to lend himself to 
the propagation of things in which he does not 
firmly believe. It is a marvellous work, and must 
become immensely popular in America. 

I must refer you to the leading article in the 
“Reader” of the 7th instant for a very curious and 
full list of books announced by the London pub- 
lishers. It isa curiosity, and deserves repeating at 
length in the pages of the American GAZETTE AND 
CircuLar, but by some accident it omits the forth- 
coming publications of Messrs. Bell & Daldy, and 
of Messrs. Triibner & Co., both of which you will 
find in the advertisement pages of the same number.

His friendship was a great solace of the last years 
of Count Alfred de Vigny’s life. 

The Renan fever knows no abatement; pamph- 
leteers and M. Dentu, their accoucheur-in-ordinary, 
thrive by its vogue, and the Romish prelates in- 
crease its sale by waging a very stupid war on it. 
The Bishop of Marseilles, who is by the way an 
Irishman, has ordered that throughout his diocese 
the bells shall toll for the space of three minutes 
every Friday at three o’clock, and he has given forty 
days’ indulgence to all the faithful who may recite 
three times‘an expiatory prayer for sacrilege. 

The new Minister of Public Instruction continues 
to be very active, and is really doing a good deal 
of service to the cause of Public Education. His 
last measures of general interest are decrees offering 
a prize of 1500f. to such author as may rectify or 
complete one or more of the historical catalogues of 
France which are contained in “ L’Art de Vérifier 
les Dates,” or as may determine the chronology of 
the great French feudatories who are omitted in 
that celebrated and most useful work, which, to 
the credit of American librarians be it said, is not 
to be found on the shelves of five transatlantic 
public libraries. 

The well-known Belgio-French publishing firm of 
Messrs. Lacroix & Co. have in press a work in three 
volumes entitled “Le Maudit,” which is anxiously 
expected here. It is written by a Roman Catholic 
priest, and is the secret story of a priest’s. life as it 
passes away isolated from all the charities of life— 
a very lot of Tantalus in the midst of modern 
society: what waves of life’s pleasures—the purest 
and the impurest—roll in the confessional past his 
parched lips, leaving them more fevered than ever! 
He depicts the priest as the Pariah of the West. If 
he aspires to independence, he is punished for a 
rebel; if he would rise above the empty forms and 
hollow puerilities of religious ceremony, he is forced 
to fall back upon them. It touches on all the most 
delicate questions of the Romish priesthood, from 
the dangers of the confessional to the nicest difficul- 
ties of the vow of celibacy. It exhibits the in- 
trigues of the Jesuits to wrest estates from lawful 
heirs. It is expected that this work will make a 
powerful sensation. 

M. Michelet has published 2 new volume of his 
“History of France.” It offers the same violent 
contrasts to be found in all his works: poetry and 
balderdash, eloquence and dulness, sensibility and 
hysterical sentimentality, the babble of the ser- 
vants’ hall and the reflections of the historian. His 
histories (and the remark may be applied to most 
French histories) are mere party pamphlets in favor 
of the wildest Democracy. 

M. Guizot will give us before many days the sixth 
volume of his Memoirs. It will embrace the history 
of two years, 1840-1542, and treat of the obsequies 
of Napoleon in December, 1840, the death of the 
Duke d’Orleans, the fortifications of Paris, the right 
of search, and the affairs of the Kast, Syria, and 
Greece. The anecdotal portion of the work will 
probably be small; indeed, there are fewer anec- 
dotes, and they are worse told, in his Memoirs than 
in any other book of the class. They are the Blue 
Books of Memoir writing. 

I regret to have to announce to you the death of 
a very remarkable woman, who was, too, the mother 
of one of the most remarkable men living. I refer 
to Madame de Ruolz, who departed this life at the 
advanced age of eighty-two at Clamart, a village in 


the southern vicinity of Paris, where she lived in a | 


picturesque house situated in one of the most pic- 
turesque spots to be found near Paris. She trans- 


lated anonymously all of Lady Morgan's works, and 
published under the same mask and domino many 
original novels which had great success in those 
days which preceded the reign of M. Alex. Dumas, 
She was the mother of Count Henri de Ruolz, who, 
at the age of thirty, was the most popular musica] 
composer in Italy and in Russia, who invented the 
electro-plating process, who is one of the best steel 
manufacturers and profoundest chemists of France, 

This, thank Heaven, is the only death I have this 
fortnight to chronicle, but I confess to feeling some- 
thing like grief in telling you that the last descend. 
ant of Estienne has been discovered in the menial 
capacity of warden of the decayed domestics’ retreat 
at Issy. 

I must tell you even at this late date (want of 
space has prevented the earlier expression) the re- 
gréts with which we have heard of the destruction 
of the Palace of Top Capou at Constantinople. 
Many of us have often turned anxious eyes to that 
old fibric, for four hundred years the abode of the 
Ottoman dynasties, in the belief that its library 
contained more than one of those invaluable trea- 
sures of classical antiquity whose loss is so bitterly 
deplored. Men of authority have believed that may 
be a lost book of Livy, a lost book of Aristotle, a 
Latin tragedy, the life of Cesar which appeared 
before he fell, an oration or letters of Cicero, was 
still to be found. It has always been believed by 
our scholars to have been formed of the works 
which were saved by the Greek Emperors after the 
conquest by the Latins. De La Vallée, the traveller 
who visited Constantinople in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, was persuaded that the fourteen decads of 
Livy were in this library, and upon his report the 
Grand Duke of Tuscany offered five thousand dol- 
lars and the Baile of Venice accredited to the Otto- 
man Porte offered ten thousand dollars more fora 
reward to whomsoever should “convey” this perfect 
copy of Livy from the Library of Top Capou Palace. 
As long ago as 1453 the learned men sent to Athens 
and Constantinople by Pope Nicholas,to discover 
precious manuscripts, reported this library filled 
with the most valuable works, and their mistake in 
asserting that it contained the Hebrew original of 
the Gospel according to St. Matthew (which scholars 
seem now agreed was originally written in Greek) 
does not substantially damage their credit. Itmay 
be mentioned by the way that the Pope offered five 
thousand ducats to the first dextrous fellow who 
might “convey” the original Hebrew Gospel accord- 
ing to St. Matthew from the Library of Top Capou 
to the Library of the Vatican. Fortunately the 
Decalogue is to be found in the book of Exodus and 
not in the initial Gospel. All of the treasures of 
this Library are now in ashes. We have not yet 
lost all heart. There are innumerable libraries 
scattered in Moslemland, and energetic, learned 
travellers may yet recover some long lost treasure. 
Who knows what Mecca contains? Was it not 
yesterday that the manuscript of Hyperides was 
brought from Ethiopia? We do not know what 
even the Vatican contains. Al! accounts represent 
this great library as kept with inexcusable negli- 
gence—the most precious volumes lying helter- 
skelter, some on the floor, some on the shelves, all 
uncatalogued. The Vatican upon one occasion, to 
reward the services of a zealous adherent, asked 
him what present would be most acceptable to him. 
He replied, “ A book from the library.” The doors 
of the library were forthwith opened, and he was 
ushered into it. The librarian said, “Take any 
three books you please.” All lay on the floor im

In accordance with this 
conclusion, Joseph Leonard & Co., the auctioneers 
selected by the committee, give notice that they 
will hold their first semi-annual sale to the Trade 
in Boston on Tuesday, February 16, 1864, and fol- 
lowing days, to be succeeded by the second in 
August, and to be continued semi-annually on Feb- 
ruary and August of each succeeding year. The 
auctioneers will meet the wishes of publishers by 
making liberal advances on books consigned for 
these sales at all times when required by consignors. 
The trade sale committee consists of the following 
gentlemen: Osmyn Brewster, Augustus Flagg, 
Joshua Lincoln, John B. Tileston, William D. Tick- 
nor, William Crosby, William Lee.

Moore’s ‘‘ Epistles,’? containing his well-known no- 
tices of Goose-creek and the Tiber, andof the “ negroes, 
dogs, and democrats,’ of Norfolk, was first received 
here by Messrs. Bradford & Inskeep, sent to them, as I 
believe, by the author himself. On reading the volume, 
however, a doubt arose in Mr. Bradford’s mind as to 
whether, in the then existing state of the public mind, the 
disadvantage to the publishers resulting from its re- 
publication might not prove to be greater than any profit 
that could be derived from the sale of it. Anxious for 
advice on this subject, he carried the book to a friend, 
and I was present when he made the request that the 
latter should read it and advise him if it could with 
safety be reprinted.

This is a rare print, and in June, 1862, the sum of 
$551 was obtained at an auction, in London, for a 
proof before letters. Last month, also by auction, 
as much as $575 was given for Mr. Moore’s impres- 
sion, which was only an ordinary print. There isa 
fashion in matters of art, of which this is an ex- 
| ample. 

Extmv Brreritt.—This gentleman visited John

| SHAKSPEARE’s Sonnets.—Mr. Bolton Corney has 
printed, for private circulation, a critical disquisi- 
tion on the Sonnets of Shakspeare. Mr. Corney 
accepts M. Philarite Chasles’ far-strained interpre- 
| tation of the dedicatory inscription ; and arrives at 


| a quadruple conclusion with regard to the sonnets 
; themselves. That they were written soon after 
| 1594; in fulfilment of a promise made to Lord 
|Southampton; that they are poetical exercises, 
| void of personal history ; and that they were pub- 
| lished without the sanction of ihe author or of his 
patron. 

GorrnE.—Among the papers left by the Countess 
| Auguste Stolberg, the long-missed sketch of Goethe's 
| room at Frankfort, drawn by the poet himself, has 
been found. Its present possessor, States-Council- 

lor Hegewitsch at Kiel, has placed it in the hands 

of the Frankfort “Hochstift,” and the room will 
be restored, together with the entire Goethe house, 
according to this plan. 

Ciericat Avruors.—The Rev. Dr. Richard Che- 
nevix Trench, Dean of Westminster, succeeds Dr. 
Whately as Archbishop of Dublin, and the Rev. 
Dr. Stanley, Professor of Ecclesiastical History and 
Canon of Christ Church, in the University of Ox- 
ford, has been appointed to the Deanery of West- 
minster, thus vacated. The highest appointment 
was tendered to Canon Stanley in the first instance, 
but declined. Dr. Trench, although an English 
clergyman, is Irish by birth and connection, and his 
appointment to the Archdiocese of Dublin ought to 
give satisfaction to the Protestant clergy of Dublin, 
though no doubt they would be better pleased if 
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one of their own body had been thus elevated. 
Doctors Trench and Stanley are authors of con- 
siderable celebrity. The first has distinguished 
himself as a divine, poet, and philologist, and the 
other has written several standard works of travels, 
besides some volumes on sacred subjects. 


Lirerary Nomenciature.—It is stated that the 
London “ Times” had refused to publish an adver- 
tisement of “Mrs. Lirriper’s Lodgings,” until it 
was explained to be the title of the extra double 
number for Christmas of Dickens’ “ All the Year 
Round,” and that all the dead walls of London have 
been covered with posters inscribed “ Kiddle-a- 
wink,” to the surprise of the lieges. The police 
gave that odd name to shops where drams were sold 
without license. The placards simply announce 
a book: “Kiddle-a-wink ; or, Ghostly Stories of the 
Western Coast,” will appear in a new Christmas 
Annual, and consist of three tales by Francis Der- 
rick. Dickens’ Christmas number was announced 
to be published on the 3d December. Its contents 
are: “ How Mrs. Lirriper carried on the business; 
How the first-floor went to Crowley Castle; How the 
side-room was attended by a Doctor; How the 
second-floor kept a dog ; How the third-floor knew 
the potteries; How the best attic was under a 
cloud ; How the parlors added a few words.” 


Danirt Deror.—The late Sir George Cornwall 
Lewis edited and reprinted “The Novels and Mis- 
cellaneous Works of Daniel Defoe,” published at 
Oxford in 1841. It is a literary tradition that 
“Robinson Crusoe,” published as Defoe’s, was writ- 
ten by Robert Harley, Earl of Oxford, when he was 
imprisoned in the Tower of London, in 1715-17, on 
a charge of treason. More than one author has 
mentioned this, but, though Lord Oxford had em- 
ployed Defoe’s pen, politically, and had much be- 
friended him in need on various occasions, nothing 
like evidence to support the tradition has ever been 
collected. 


AccuRACY OF THE BistE.—In consequence of the 
attacks on the accuracy of parts of the Bible, made 
by Colenso and others, Mr. Denison, Speaker of the 
British House of Commons, has suggested that an 
elaborate work in refutation of recent objections 
shall be prepared, under the editorial care of the 
Rev. Frederick C. Cook, preacher of Lincoln’s Inn, 
and issued in eight divisions. The Archbishop of 
Canterbury and others of the hierarchy of England, 
together with some of the leading laity, have been 
formed into a committee to carry out the proposed 
work, As in the case of the translation of the 
Bible, in the reign of James I., many hands and 
heads will be engaged in this undertaking. The 
Pentateuch is to be edited by Professor £. Harold 
Browne, assisted by the Rev. R. C. Pascoe, the Rev. 
T. E. Espin, the Rev. T. F. Thrupp, and the Rev. 
W. Dewhurst. The Historical books will be con- 
fided to the Rev. Professor Rawlinson, as editor, 
assisted by Lord Arthur Hervey, Archdeacon of 
Sudbury, and the Rev. T. E. Espin. The Rev. Pre- 
bendary Cook, with the assistance of Professor E. 
H. Plumptre, the Rev. W. T. Bullock, and the Rev. 

- Kingsbury, will edit the Poetical books. Dr. 
McCaul, Professor of Divinity in King’s College, 
London, will undertake the editorship of “The Four 
Great Prophets,” [Dr. McCaul’s recent death has 
closed his usefulness, ] assisted by the Rev. R. Payne 
Smith, and the Rev. H. J. Rose. The “Twelve 
Minor Prophets” will be undertaken by the Bishop 
of St. David’s, assisted by the Rev. Robert Gan- 
dell. To this work the Rev. Edgar Huxstable, the 
Rey. William Drake, and the Rev. Frederick Mey- 
tick will also contribute. 


The Gospels of St. Mat- 


thew, St. Mark, and St. Luke will be edited by the 
Rev. Professor Mansel; St. John’s Gospel, by the 
Dean of Canterbury; and the Acts of the Apostles, 
by the Rev. Dr. Jacobson. The editorship of St. 
Paul’s Epistles has been assigned to the Bishop of 
Gloucester and Bristol and the Rev. Dr. Jeremie, 
who will be assisted by Professor J. B. Lightfoot, 
Professor T. Evans, and the Rev. J. Waite. The 
rest of the sacred canon has been assigned to Dr. 
Trench, the new Archbishop of Dublin, and the Rev. 
Dr. Robert Scott, Master of Baliol College, Oxford. 


Turory or Loxc Upper Lips.—The Bavarian 
painter Kaulbach has introduced a portrait of 
Shakspeare into his great cartoon representing a 
period of the Reformation. The “Swan of Avon” 
appears there in company with Queen Elizabeth 
and Martin Luther, Cervantes and Hans Sachs, the 
cobbler poet, Gustavus Adolphus and Francis Bacon, 
Petrarch and Harvey, who discovered the circula- 
tion of the blood. In the portrait of Columbus, in 
the same cartoon, the artist has drawn the Great Ad- 
miral, not as contemporary painters expected him, 
but as he (Herr Kaulbach) fancied such a man ought 
to have looked! In the same way he has dealt with 
Shakspeare. In Edward Wilberforce’s recent book 
(“Social Life in Munich”), we find the following de- 
scription of what the German painter, exemplifying 
the sublime of audacity, has thus done: “The 
novelty Kaulbach has introduced into his portrait of 
Shakspeare is enough to petrify the commentators. 
The general expression of the face is preserved, but 
not one feature is the same as we are accustomed to 
see it. The shortness of Shakspeare’s nose and the 
length of his upper lip have always been obnoxious 
to the advocates of a science of physiognomy, except 
to those mistaken few who raise blemishes to the 
rank of beauties. Kaulbach has endeavored to re- 
concile Shakspeare’s physiognomy with his genius. 
The upper lip is very much shortened, and the nose 
is lengthened; the forehead preserves its height, 
but takes quite a new form; a fire and animation 
are given to the face which are altogether wanting 
in the Stratford bust and the early portraits. Kaul- 
bach flatly refuses to accept the Stratford bust as a 
correct representation of Shakspeare; he denies 
that King Lear could have come from such a face, 
and argues that it is his duty to convey the genius 
of the poet in reproducing his features. The result 
is that we have here such a Shakspeare as we could 
wish to have, a study for genius and animation, the 
fire of his mind bursting out at every pore, in the 
firm grip of the clenched hand and the firm set of 
the under thigh. Humanity generally will feel 
flattered by the portrait; but what will the com- 
mentators say? The question of long upper lips 
has more than once been debated, and some con- 
sider them a necessary accompaniment of genius. 
Carlyle has spoken in favor of them in one of his 
essays as being a sign of power, and his own por- 
trait is a more important testimony. A writer in 
the ‘Cornhill Magazine’ goes further, and assigns 
them to all men of genius, which can be proved to 
be an exaggeration. In great speakers length of 
upper lip would doubtless be indispensable, because 
without speech the oratorical faculty is incomplete. 
But in poets and artists there is no such need, and 
the long lip is not found in them generally. Kaul- 
bach urges that the forehead is the seat of intel- 
lectual power, and that the possession of it is not 
affected by the lips. Be the question as it may, the 
departure from the traditional portrait is rather 
bold, and sticklers for Shakspeare are scarcely like- 
ly to pardonit.” Wethinknot. The monumental 
bust at Stratford will ever be accepted as giving the 
most authentic likeness of Shakspeare.

Outside of 
that book the question “If a man die, shall he live 
again?” rests just where it was when the much- 
enduring Idumean looked to the solution of the 
mystery of death as the possible solution of the 
mysteries of life. Three thousand years have left 
the question and the answer just where they were, 
|except so far as testimony comes to the aid of 
reason. The testimony of an almost universal in- 
| stinct largely occupies Mr. Alger’s book. So far as 
man gives witness in the case, the witness of his 
longings has more weight than all his arguments— 
‘and the lower he stands in the scale of the refine- 
| ments of reasoning, the more valuable becomes the 
testimony of his instinct, for his very defects 
strengthen the assurance that in him as man, and 
not in the artificial wants demanded by cultivation, 
is the spring of his aspirations. Plato’s yearnings 
are, as testimony, worth more than his Phedon, and 
the glimmers of a hope of a hereafter among the 
embers of a Hottentot’s mind are worth, as testl- 
'mony, more than the flush of Plato’s desires and 
all the brilliancy of Plato’s periods. The coarse- 
ness of the Hottentot balances the skeptical pre- 
/sumption that not the human instinct but the 
| philosophical refinement lifted the thoughts of 
| Plato to a future being. 
As an accumulation of testimony of the humblest 
and of the highest kind (the stronger in the ratio of 
‘its humbleness) Mr. Alger’s work is entirely alone, 
' so far as we know, in its kind. In the combination 
| of reach, compass, and variety, of well-planned and 
severely pressed system, of the exhibition (especl- 
ally in connection with the appendix) of the sources 
‘of ampler information or of stricter testing om 
particular points, in the harmony of a simple lucid- 
‘ness which never runs into the mechanical, and of 
la warm poetical feeling and ‘picturesqueness, in 
which fact is never consciously sacrificed, we know 
of no competitor with his work in English, and of 
no successful rival in all the affluence of the French 
and German. 
Mr. Alger is a poet, but he is a poet under bonds 
to conscience; he is a man of genius, but he has 
toiled in this book as if its salvation turned upon 
plodding. He has plodded, but his keen eye has 
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found the corn of gold in the sifted sands, and his 
hand has broken up and fructified many an over- 
worked as well as many a fallow soil. 

Everywhere, indeed, in his book we find proposi- 
tions with which we cannot concur, rarely (we wish 
we could write never) a spirit from which it is 
possible to withhold our sympathy. The general 
mildness of tone, the unmistakable sincerity of 
conviction, the scholarly grace and refinement of 
manner, disarm every malevolent feeling, and we 
are often most drawn to Mr. Alger where we differ 
from him most. 

We wish to speak, however, as frankly of the defects 
of Mr. Alger’s book as we have spoken in honest 
admiration of its great merits. 

Tested as a bare history, the work lacks objecti- 
vity ; it constantly suspends the narrative to reason 
on it, and even as a critical history the author’s 
individuality makes itself too often felt in it. His 
theme is not one on which it is easy to be cold; Mr. 
Alger is human, and there are passages in his book 
in which the polemic is too mighty for the historian, 
critic, and poet—passages in which the earnestness 
begotten by conviction overcomes the courteous 
blandness of the scholar. Mr. Alger’s hand trembles 
alittle when his own theories lie in one of the scales. 


language which they would disown, and by his 
logie, perhaps because it is more rigid, to fix upon 
them conclusions which they would insist are not 
reached by their logic. In such cases he sits in 
judgment not upon the views he condemns but on 
his own impression of those views, an impression 
which in the instances we have in our eye are for- 
tified by no vouchers. Mr. Alger’s reading, which 
is so evidently large in many directions, and the re- 
sults of which he presents with so much good taste 
and felicity, is very defective in some of the more 
technical branches of theology. We do not say that 
the study of them was essential to the ideal of his 
work, we are inclined to think that it was not, but 
it was essential to the treatment of some of the 
topics on which Mr. Alger has entered. 

We reserve to the last a notice of what seems to 
us the greatest drawback upon the enjoyment of 
this book, and we offer it, not by way of charge, nor 
even of assertion, but as an impression—no more— 
which we shall be glad to have corrected. To us 
the haze of doubt which hangs over these pages 
seems to originate in a materialistic tendency in 
Mr. Alger’s views. Distinguished as a translator 
of the poetry of the Orient, he seems to us to have 
imbibed much of its mystic quietism, and from its 
introspectic reveries to have reached an easiness on 
the whole question of the future which few ordinary 
Occidental mortals can either summon or compre- 
hend. However desirable may be that passive 
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true Magi use both to fix the star itself which is to 
guide them. 

The brain of man has diversified the themes of a 
future life, but his heart has kept the unity of the 
faith that this life is, amid all the perplexities 
of the question, What it is. As witness to this 
great fact, which transcends all speculative argu- 
ment in power, we place very high, Mr. Alger’s 
book. It is by far the most original, the most 
learned, and the most important contribution yet 
made by American scholarship to the monographs 
of doctrinal history.

Music of the Bible, or Explanatory Notes upon those 
Passages in the Sacred Scriptures which relate to 
Music, including a Brief View of Hebrew Poetry. 
By Enoch Hutchinson. pp. viii., 513. Boston:

This is a learned contribution to our permanent 
biblical literature. The author has brought to the 
investigation of his subject a great deal of know- 
ledge of antiquities and of the oriental languages. 
The result is a very scholarly work, and we doubt 
whether it is equalled by any similar treatise in 
the English language. An introductory portion ex- 
hibits the archzology of the subject, traced through 
the communities of Asia. Following this, which 
occupies seventy-five pages, we enter upon an 
orderly and detailed examination of all those por- 
tions of the Old Testament which treat of music or 
of musical instruments, or contain allusions thereto. 
This occupies the bulk of the volume. About one 
hundred pages are then devoted to the poetic and 
musical character of the New Testament Scriptures.

This is a valuable contribution to the better class 
of our literature. Mr. Long, the translator, has a 
very high reputation as a classical scholar, and this 
translation seems to have been to him a labor of 
love, growing out of his study of the author, and 
made originally for his own use. He appears to 
have consulted all the accessories that could fur- 
nish any assistance, and to have critically investi- 
gated the purity of the text. Aurelius reigned for 
twenty years Emperor of Rome (A. D. 161 to 180). 
He was passionately fond of the stoical philosophy, 
commencing its study and practice even in his youth. 
In his public life he sought to demonstrate the 
truth of the Platonic maxim, ever on his lips, that 
those states only could be good and happy which 
were governed by philosophers. The work now 
translated by Mr. Long, and entitled “ Thoughts,” 
has generally been designated as “ Meditations.” 
It was written originally in Greek, and is a sort of 
common-place book in which were registered from 
time to time the reflections of the author upon 
moral and religious topics. It exhibits, perhaps, 
the highest point reached by the religious specula-

| tions of antiquity; it certainly does so, as far as 


the doctrines of the Porch are concerned. Mr. Long 

has prefixed to the translation proper, a biographi- 

cal sketch, and a more lengthy and quite a learned 
essay upon the philosophy of Antoninus.

A very sound, sensible, judicious book. It is in- 
deed too true, as Mr. Ware says, that “ advancing 
civilization, mistaken economy, have abolished the 
hearth stone.

This admirable volume calls us back to the point 
whence we have strayed. Its subjects of reflection 


|are Home, the Residence ; Home, its Institution and 


Constitution ; Home Intercourse ; Home Influences ; 
Evenings at Home; the Sunday at Home; the New 
England Home; the Lost Home. The author’s 
style is neat and scholar-like, and although the 
highest moral and religious sentiment pervades his 
thoughts, there is a freedom from sermonizing cant, 
and a practicalness in his views and suggestions 
which imparts a direct benefit to the reader. This 
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js especially illustrated in the chapter on Evenings 
at Home, which ought to be read by every father 
of a family who would make his domestic circle 
happy and attractive. We most heartily commend 
the book to all parents. Home, as an element of 
precious influence, is disappearing from our social 
system, and Mr. Ware is to be thanked for remind- 
ing us so beautifully and impressively how we may 
again render it a “ sweet, sweet Home.” It is due 
to the publisher to say that the volume has been 
got up in an excellent and extremely creditable man- 
ner.
